D. C., Feb. «.— 


Following weeks of hearings by the 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce, aa well as the urgent re- 
commendations of the President on 
the subject, the House representatives 
today began the debate on the pro- 
posed legislation looking to the con- 
trol of freight rates. 


Thl3 action was taken only after 


determined opposition by some Demo- 
cratic members, led by John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi, the minority 
leader, to the adoption of a rule which 
•would shut out the opportunity to 
amend the bin. 
Two Republicans, Southwlck of New 


Tork and Vreeland of New York, voted 
against the rule and one Democrat 
Galnes of Tennessee, voted for It. Oth- 
erwise party lines were tightly drawn 


In criticising the Committee on rules 


for shutting off all opportunity for 
amendments Williams contended tha 
If that opportunity were given, the 
Democrats had with them a sufflclen* 
number of Republicans to pass a bll 
embodying In it all the particular views 
of the President. 
He offered to sur- 


render all time allotted to his side 
for debate, as well as to forego a vote 
on the minority substitute, If th« 
amendments would be allowed to b 
offered but his appeal was refused b> 
the majority.

HE selection of Governor LaFollette la regarded as 


significant, when compared with the selection of 


other senators. A writer in the Omaha World-Herald 
says: "Republican leaders have very generally professed 
to be In sympathy with Mr. Roosevelt's fight against rail- 
road rebates; and yet Republican legislatures have gone 
right along electing to the senate men who are, confessedly 
under obligations -to the railroads. Montana has elected 
Tom Carter; Indiana has re-elected Senator Bevrldge and 
has chosen Congressman Hemmenway to succeed Senator 
Fairbanks; Michigan has re-elected Senator Clapp; Mas- 
sachusetts has re-elected Senator Lodge and has chosen 
W. Murray Crane to succeed the late Senator Hoar; New 
York has re-elected Depew; Pennsylvania has elected 
former Attorney-General Knox; Utah has elected George j 
Sutherland; North Dakota has re-elected Senator Mc- 
Cumber; Connecticut has chosen former Governor Bulke- 
ley; Maine has re-elected Senator Hale.. Not one of these 
gentlemen is the least .obnoxious to the corporation ele- 
ment. It Is safe to say that Roosevelt could not depend 
upon one of them were he to engage in a serious contest 
with the representatives of special interests, but the 
president may depend upon LaFollette of Wisconsin; and 
however much LaFblllette's views on some other ques- 
tions may differ from the views of Democrats, his elec- 
tion to the United States senate will be hailed with Joy 
by every Democrat, by every Populist, by every Republi- 
can, by every Independent citizen whose sole desire If that 
the public official shall be a man upon whom the people 
may confidently depend."

HE Wall Street Journal says: "Mr. Rockefeller and 


Mr. Morgan may or may not know it, but ihey are 


regarded by many advanced socialists as the greatest ad- 
vance agents of socialism in the world today. Instead of be- 
ing violently antagonistic to these representatives of or- 
ganized capital many socialists regard the work which 
they are doing as being a necessary work of preparation 
for the nnal triumph of •socialism. "No other two men in 
the world today," remarked a socialist not. long ogao, 
"are performing so admirable a service as Rockefeller and 
Morgan. I have no feeling of hatred for them whatever. 
In fact, I believe that some day or other the world will 
be erecting monuments in their honor." 


Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Morgan may not be so blind 


as some would suspect. Indeed, not long ago, Mr. Morgan 
was quoted as saying that the men, who like Morgan, 
were engineering these great combination schemes, were 
"the 
precursors of socialism."

Perhaps they take It for 
granted that no material change will be wrought during 
their lifetime, so they are building, regardless of the 
probability that the logical outcome of their system Is tho 
system against which they have Inveighed so bitterly.

erect monuments in honor of men who pre> upon the nec- 
essaries of the people.

Editor Journal: A few mornings ago 


under the above heading, you publish- 
ed an article containing the text of a 
bill now before our Legislature, known 
as Assembly bill No. 8, entitled "An 
Act to prohibit the purchase of intox- 
icating liquor, drugs, or other Intoxi- 
cating substances by Indian*." The bill 
seems to be a counter move against 
the present law paased by our last 
Legislature, an Act to prohibit the aale 
of Intoxicating liquor, drug* and other 
intoxicating l*ub»tance* to 
Indian*, 


and turning all *uch cases where the 
Indians were ward* of the government 
of the United State*, over to the Ked- 
eral authorities for prosecution and 
punishment, under the Federal laws, 
where they belong. (See statutes 1903. 
page 49). 


Probably every Indian In this State, 


except the Wartioes, are wards of the 
government, and some of the Washoe* 
are—those who hold lands In allot 
ment. The government has taken cog 
nlsance of the liquor traffic among 
those wards -and haa taken Jurisdic- 
tion of the subject, and passed laws 
against it and punishment for its in- 
fraction, and makes witnesses of the 
Indians in such cases; but this bll 
now before the Legislature, in effect 
attempts to amend the law of the Uni- 
ted States, by adding to the Federal 
law. 
and rendering it nugatory, by 


making the Indians equally guilty as 
the person who disposes of the liquor 
to them, by threatening them with the 
States Prison if they testify in court, 
against the persons who dispose of 
the liquor to them, and by that jneans 
destroy them as witnesses before th» 
United States Court. 
, 
- . 


This bill cannot be claimed as-sim- 


ply a police measure, for the peace, 
quiet, good order and health ' of the 
town or city. 
It Is made a felony, 


the name aa murder, burglary, arson 
or any other great crime. The Indians 
are not subject to all police measures, 
the same as white men, negroes, 
Chinamen and every body else. 
In 


your comments you say that "at pres- 
ent Poor Lo IB required to pay no pen- 
alty for getting drunk, or purchasing 
liquor." Arc you not a little mistaken? 
Are they not punished the same for 
getting drunk as the white man, negro 
or Chlnnman—or even 
worse? Arc 


they not hauled up before the courts 
and punished by Imprisonment and 
made to work on the* roada in the 
chalngang? Are they not driven out 
of town every night by the officers? 
These are police measures., and nobody 
objects to it; but why should an, In- 
dian be made a felon and sent to the 
States Prison for doing that whfch is 
not considered a crime, not even a 
small misdemeanor, or a police meas- 
ure, in a white man, negro or China- 
man or any one else that of simply 
"obtaining from any source whatso- 
ever." or have in his possession In- 
toxicating liquor? . 


Tht* blll'has no reference to drunk- 


en Indians, nor to their drinking in 


toxlcatlng liquor; but simply having 
it in their possession sends them to 
the States Prison for a term of from 
one to five years, and to pay a flno 
from one to five hundred dollar*. If 
that Is white Justice for the Indian 
why should It not be for the white 
bum, 
negro or Chinaman? Why make 


class legislation of It? Of course the 
Indian victim will pay the fine, as they 
usually do. Perhaps this "fine" clause 
In the bill is Intended to fill the treas- 
ury with an over-plu* of cash, to pay 
the officers for arresting the Poor Lo; 
and supplying a revenue to the coun- 
ties and State. 
It Is * brilliant scheme and. shows 


the author of the bill to be a brilliant 
financier, a "Daniel -tiome ~to Judg- 
ment!" The whole bill Itself, Is a most 
brilliant effusion, 
and 
demonstrates 


that the author's 
mental 
faculties 


must be efterveslng with the wonder- 
ful activity and energy of a molecule. 


The great wonder Is how the brain 


can contain the' strain—without ex- 
ploding. 
I believe it Just simply Im- 


possible that an ordinary Nevada leg- 
islator could conceive of such an ex- 
traordinary 
financial 
scheme. 
so 


fraught, as It Is, with such wonderful 
posaibilltles. and' at the same time, so 
full of generous sympathy and Justice 
to Poor Lo and the white hobo. No, it 
must have originated in the fertile 
brain of some county official who has 
bright visions of large accumulated 
feea. and given to one of our solons 
to incubate. 
With all of Its erudi- 


tion, this bill is wrongly entitled. 


It should be- entitled "An Act to 


prevent the United States government 
from converting persons for disposing 
of intoxicating liquor or drugs to In- 
diana. Who are wards of the govern- 
ment."' Or It might be dubbed. "An-Act 
o teach and compel Indians to com- 
mit purjury." or "An Act to relieve ho- 
boa from any fear of the State Pris- 
n for disposing of Intoxicating li- 
quor to Indiana," or "An Act to encour- 
age the commercial relationa of ho- 
boa wl?h Indians," or "An Act to fill 
our Jails and prisons with Indians 
to the exclusion of white criminals," 
or "An Act to enable the local county 
officials to accumulate fees," or "An Act 
which, when enforced, will bankrupt 
the State," or '»An Act which, if en- 
forced will bring the State and Fed- 
eral authorities into conflict," or "An 
Act which. If approved by the Gov- 
ernor' will make consumate donkeys 
of ourselves,'" . 


The Federal authorities will, most aa- 


auredly. protect 
Ita witnesses 
and 


wards from unjust persecution and 
punlahment. from State 
authorities. 


The consequence of, the attempted en- 
forcement of such a State law would 
probably be that.the Federal courts 
will pay no attention noF In any wise 
recognize any such unjust law towards 
any Indians who are wards of t*e gov- 
ernment, but will protect them.
